A New Town for 


Longstanton? 
by Roger Hall 

On being elected to South Cam- 

bridgeshire District Council, I was im- 
mediately caught up with the provision 
of a new settlement in the Cambridge 
area. The Council had been asked to 
consider six sites for a new settlement 
of 10,000 people, and recommend one 
of them to the County Council. These 
were the clear front-runners, in my opin- 
ion, the (to be) vacated airfield sites at 
Waterbeach and Longstanton, and the 
Land Settlement site at Abington, with 
sites at Six Mile Bottom, Wilburton and 
Childerley as also-rans. Personally, I be- 
lieved that the Waterbeach site would 
be the clear favourite providing im- 
provements to the A10 and its junction 
with the A14 were included. Unfortu- 
nately, in his presentation, the planning 
consultant paid little attention to this, 
coalescence with Waterbeach village, 
and potential flood problems on cer- 
tain parts of the site. 

Them Longstanton and Abington 
sites emerged as clear favourites among 
councillors. Gallagher Estates for Long- 
stanton emphasized that most of the 
development would be on the old air- 
field, that coalescence with the existing 
villages would be avoided, and that 
Guided Buses along the old St. Ives - 
Cambridge railway line would take 
many cars off the A14. AsI personally 
pointed out at the Council meeting con- 
vened to make the recommendation: 

* The drainage problems affecting the 
site and particularly the village of Oak- 
ington, were equally as acute as those 
at Waterbeach, 

* Coalescence with Longstanton 
would take place, and, with the 500 


houses proposed on the other side of 
the village, it would be totally absorbed, 

* The CHUMMS recommendations 
did not envisage a new settlement of 
10,000 people. In any case, these are 
not scheduled to be complete before 
2014, only two years before the new 
settlement. 

* I was sceptical that the new Guided 
Bus scheme would stretch from St. Ives 
to Trumpington - at best, it would only 
connect St. Ives (or the new settlement) 
and the Science Park. 

* Only one road would leave the new 
settlement, Bar Hill’s problems only 10 
times worse. 

* Even ifimplemented in full, the Gbus 
scheme would take only 20% of those 
commuting into Cambridge. About 
75% of the working population of Bar 
Hill leave the village each day. On this 
basis, therefore, 55% of the working 
population of the new settlement would 
head for the A14. 

* The developers would dual-car- 
riageway the road from the new settle- 
ment (the present B1050), have re- 
served the land between Longstanton 
and the A14 for ‘infrastructure’ devel- 
opment’, and would ‘improve’ the Bar 
Hill junction. In other words, a vast new 
interchange would have to be built, 
where the B1050, the new CHUMMS 
‘local’ road, the A14 and the road lead- 
ing out of Bar Hill would converge; 

Also, I believe that: 

* Coalescence with the new settle- 
ment and Bar Hill would be achieved, 
Longstanton/Bar Hill north and south 
being separated by a huge road junc- 
tion and perhaps a country park or play- 
ing fields. 

* Regardless of the provision of a 
large groceries outlet in the new settle- 
ment, many ofits inhabitants would pre- 
fer to shop at Tesco, thus adding to the 
traffic jams leading into the village al- 
ready being experienced. 

The Abington site comprises a natu- 
ral basin and building would merge more 
quickly with the natural landscape than 


in any of the other sites. Also, the 
present occupants of the (former) Land 
Settlement are largely in favour, and it 
was anticipated that many of those 
working at the high-tech sites within 
seven miles of the settlement (including 
the adjoining Granta Park) would live 
there. The site is also well-served by 
main roads; unfortunately, it is the weak- 
est of these which heads in the direction 
of Cambridge, and no rail-link (intended 
or otherwise) exists. Attention would 
have to be directed at this problem, oth- 
erwise the new settlement here would 
serve London and Stansted and not 
Cambridge. 

The Council accepted the officers’ 
recommendation of the Longstanton site 
on October 18 as the ‘least worst op- 
tion’. This will go before the County 
Council in November for a final deci- 
sion. Ifthe County Council is unable to 
choose any of the sites, then the Secre- 
tary of State will make the final (or fate- 
ful) choice. This new settlement, only 
two miles away from Bar Hill, will have 
widespread ramifications. If the infra- 
structure development between the two 
communities , hinted at but not openly 
stated by the two developers, were not 
essential, then it would be possible to 
be complacent. Residents of Bar Hill 
should now lobby their County Coun- 
cillor, John Reynolds, and the media to 
persuade the County Council NOT to 
accept the District Council’s recommen- 
dation.

Dear Editor, 

With regard to Michael Boughton- 
Fox’s letter in this month’s BHN, I re- 
ally feel that 1 must put keyboard to 
monitor and make my concerns known. 
The proposals are put forward in a 
manner which can only be described as 
a fait accompli. I would have preferred 
to have seen them put forward as sug- 
gestions in the BHN. All residents would 
then have been able to commentas they 
saw fit: | don’t see that we have had 
this chance. There is no mention as to 
the mandate for the process, and it ap- 
pears to have been carried out in a gold- 
fish bowl, with proposals which I find 
completely predictable and utterly un- 
satisfactory. 

I was both astonished and dumb- 
founded to read recently in the CEN 
that the Council or some such had re- 
ceived a prestigious national award for 
Traffic Management; this quite simply 
beggars belief. Traffic jams in Cam- 
bridge have been a way of life since I 
caught the school bus aeons ago, and 
with the introduction of each pedestrian 
crossing they have become marginally 
worse; a child with limited intelligence 
could move traffic more smoothly 
through Cambridge than it does at 
present. As for traffic calming, well it 
might ‘calm’ the car, but it invariably 
makes the occupants sick. And so, by 
now, you will begin to appreciate that I 
am not entirely in favour of the propos- 
als. 

A further article in the CEN which 
caught my eye, was one in which the 
question of Bar Hills’ village status was 
discussed. Well if we think ofa village 
as primarily a farming community, we 
can see that the concept died with the 
birth of the combine. So, if there are 
now no villages, Bar Hill cannot possi- 
bly be one though it does serve a thor- 
oughly modern purpose, which is that 
of being close to the regions’ economic 
centre, and also on the doorstep of the 
national motorway network. 

So we see that Bar Hill is a modern 


community, and I believe that any works 
should reflect a modem approach with 
some degree of imagination. Therefore, 
I would like to see a pedestrian foot- 
bridge link to the Bmx park. Something 
smooth and graceful; an entrance to our 
community with a feel good factor about 
it; something suitable for Bmx bikes and 
skateboards, seeing as these will be the 
end users. And if Tesco must be men- 
tioned, Iet it be on a plate, screwed to 
the underside of the foundations.

The atrocity which shook America 
and the rest of the world continues to 
reverberate around the globe.

In the light of that, I pass on to you some 
words I read recently: 

‘Safety is big business in Western 
society. Nowadays it is impossible to 
switch on the television or open a news- 
paper without being warned of the 
myriad risks that surround us. ... Par- 
ents already trying to find a legitimate 
middle way between protecting and 
educating their children must now ne- 
gotiate a minefield of prowling 
paedophiles, bad diet, hyperactivity, hit 


and run drivers, TV violence, killer 
dogs, playground bullies, stranger dan- 
ger, cold-blooded surgeons and drugs 
if they want to avoid being branded ir- 
responsible. Life itself, one might al- 
most conclude, ought to be coned off 
as a safety hazard. 

Yet all this nannying seems to have a 
distinctly odd side-effect. The very 
same bored telesalesman who cold- 
calls to inform you that the prudent par- 
ent should really be thinking about criti- 
cal illness insurance may well spend his 
holiday leaping offa bridge on the end 
of along piece off rubber! 

We are all of course, born risk tak- 
ers. Only later does fear take over. A 
child cannot learn to walk without tak- 
ing the risk of falling, and the pain we 


are all afraid of has always been our 
primary teacher. ... Instead of looking 
nervously at what we might lose, Jesus 
points always to what we might gain and 
calls us to a faith that seems reckless at 
times. ‘Do not worry about your life, 
what you will eat, or about your body, 
what you will wear ... can any of you 
by worrying add a single hour to your 
span of life?’ 

It is all a question of focus. Peter’s 
walk on water ended at the very mo- 
ment he looked away from the inspira- 
tion of his Lord to consider the risk. 
Sadly, society has been training us to 
do just that ever since.”
